Ex-Mayor Here, 
J. W. Fry Dies 


Only 18 days after he celebrated 
his 70th birthday, John Wesley 
Fry, mayor of Edmonton from 1937 
until 1945, died at his home about 
6:15 p.m. Monday from a cerebral 
| hemorrhage, He had been in ill 
| health since he retired from public 
| office two years ago, and had suf 
|fered a stroke last Saturday, 


His death brought a sudden end 
to the city council meeting being 
held in the civie block Monday 
|night. When notified Mr. Fry had 
died, members of the council unan- 
imotbly adjourned the migeting and 
| Mayor Ainlay, Mr. Fry's successor, 
and members of the counci) stood 
in silence for one minute. Mr. Pry 
had been a city alderman for five 
| years prior to his election as mayor, 

Mr. Fry was mayor of Edmonton 
longer than any other man on 
record. The late J. A. Clarke was 
second with five years in service,

on a farm near Woodstock, Ont, 
He spent his early years at Woods 
stock and Owen Sound.

Canada, stopping at Regina to at- 
tend normal school, After receiving 
his certificate, he taught for three 
years at Gainsborough, Sask. 

Then he married and took up 
homesteading near Lloydminster. 
He moved to Edmonton in 1911 and 
entered the contracting and real 
estate business, which he continued 
until the depression years. He was 
first elected as a city alderman in 
1932. He held this position until he 
was elected mayor. 


During his long term as a public 


officer of the city, Mr. Fry made 
many friends in Edmonton and 
throughout the dominion and in 
many cities in the United States. 
In 1940 he served as president of 
the Union of Alberta Municipalities. 
Five years later, he attended the 
annual gathering of Canadian 
mayors at Toronto and was elected 
president of the Canadian Feder- 
ation of Mayors and Municipalities. 
The year previous, he was honorary 
secretary of the federation. 


Daughter Famous 

Mr. Fry did not take any part in 
sport in Edmonton although he was 
an enthusiastic fan. One of his main 
hobbies was motoring and each year 
he took a motor trip to parts of 
Canada and the United States. He 
was a member of the Kiwanis club. 
the Northern Alberta Pioneers 
and Old-timers association and the 
Acacia lodge. One of his four daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Gladys Fry Douglas, was 
a former captain of the Edmonton 
Grads basketball team and was 
recognized as one of the leading 


| woman basketball players in the 


world. 

On his retirement from public of- 
fice, Mr. Fry was presented with a 
gold pocket watch and a fob bear- 
ing a gold replica of the city’s coat- 
of-arms, and a bound book with the 
names of hundreds of city employes 


| who contributed to the present. The 


presentation ceremony was made 
and attended by 325 city staff 
members. Since his retirement he 
had “taken life easy.” During the 
fall he went to Winnipeg with Mrs. 
Fry and drove back to Edmonton 
with his brother, 

He is survived by his widow; four 
daughters, Mrs. Douglas, who is 
coming from Winnipeg to attend

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Senator 
Tom Stewart (Dem., Tenn.), de- 
claring “we've been entirely too 
easy” with Russia, Tuesday urged 
a thorough investigation into the 
“verbal ultimatum” which forced 
an unarmed United States navy 
ship to leave Dairen.

It may seem like dragging in a skeleton at 
a feast, but there are times when even that is 
allowable—and advisable.

Inevitably, such an occasion brings danger 
of accidents, peculiar to itself, Every Christmas 
people fall off step-ladders while putting up 
seasonal decorations, trees here and there catch 
fire and destroy homes, occasionally a platform 
collapses or a panic occurs in a crowded hall, 
cars skid on icy streets and cause tragedies, 

It is not pleasant to think about these mise 
haps, But only those without sense can ignore 
the fact that they do occur, And the related 
fact that there would be far fewer of them, per- 
haps none at all, if people would exercise reas- 
onable care and temper their rejoicing with 
prudence, 

Christmas conveys many morals to those 
who are willing to learn. Not the least important 
is this; Happiness and carelessness are not com- 
plementary, They are contradictory, for careless- 
ness invites, and often causes misery and grief. 

The wish for a Merry Christmas is based on 
the supposition that the recipient will use cau- 
tion where the happiness of himself or of others 
is concerned. And whoever extends that wish 
thereby pledges himself to do likewise.

The Court of Last Resort 


It is news of the expected kind that the 
provincial Government will appeal to the Judici- 
al Committee of the Privy Council for a finding 
on the validity of the Alberta Bill of Rights, Part 
Two of which has been declared invalid by the | 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court of the 
province, nee 

This course, if necessary, was officially fore- 
cast long ago, and the action follows as a matter 
of course. 

The basis of the appeal, in non-legalistic 
terms, is that the constftution leaves to the prov- 
inces the duty of providing social services which 
cannot be provided by drawing upon its present 
sources of revenue, Wherefore the powers sought 
in Part Two of the Bill will be argued before 
the Judicial Committee. \ 

Whatever the finding may be, this illustrates | 
again the advantage of having an outside tribun- 
al to which constitutional questions can be ref- 
erred, The Committee, composed wholly of 
British jurists, can have no conceivable bias in | 
this purely Canadian problem of where the | 
power and responsibility lie to control banking | 
and monetization policy. 

This question having been raised by action 
of the legislature, it is upon every consideration 
desirable that it be finally settled. Neither the 
interest of the province nor of the Dominion 
would be served by leaving it in doubt.

V-2 rocket at a point in the New Mexico desert. 
Fortunately the thing was aimed at the sky, for 
it went farther than any projectile ever went 
before—114 miles according to the mathematic 
jans of the firing party. 

They also say it worked up a speed of 3,710 
miles per hour. This means that it made the 
114 miles in perhaps three minutes—five min- 
utes at the outside — allowing for the slow take- 
off and the slow-down toward the end of the 
upward flight 

Three days later the Army was hunting 
around the desert for the warhead of the rock- 
et. This recalls the uncomfortable fact that what 
goes up also comes down, and hits the earth at 
the maximum speed attained as it went up— 
3,710 miles an hour in this instance, or around 
61 miles to the minute, 

The scientists said they hoped to learn 
several things from this sky-rocketing exper- 
iment. They want to know what became of the 
“meteors” released by the contraption before it 
started back to earth, They went to study the 
recordings of an assortment of weird instruments 
which they attached to the thing. But im- 
mediately they wanted to find the warhead. 

On some subjects they kept silent. They 
said nothing about the force with which the 
warhead would land when it got back to the 
ground, nothing about what would happen to 
whatever it hit, and nothing about paying dam- 
ages if it hit where it wasn’t meant to, 

To the scientific mind these may be minor 
matters. To the miltary men they may be ir- 
relevant. But to the unscientific and non- 
military layman who considers his life and his 
property to be of some value they are subjects 
on which information would naturally be desir- 
able. No doubt the civilian residents of New 
Mexico are thinking along these lines. 

But here’s hoping they won't make such a 
fuss about it that the Army will shift its ex- 
periments to some place nearer the Canadian 
border, White Sands is plenty near enough.

Is Accentuated in Britain 


LONDON, Dec. 24 (BUP) — Britain’s move towards 


almost complete socialization 


is being accentuated. 


The Labor government’s transport nationalization bill, 
which would transfer one million workers, 52,000 miles of 


railways, and 200,000 miles 


of canals from private oper- 


ation, has been followed swiftly by a new farm control 


measure, 

THE FARM BILL does not pro- 
vide for any such pvernight social- 
izetion as the railway and coal 
biils, Rather, it is more in the Brit- 
ish tradition of veform by squeezing 
cut. Just as the British moneyed 
aristocracy is being squeezed out 
of existance by taxes and the 
British hereditary nobility is being 
allowed to die out because all the 
new peers and knights being named 
are non-hereditary, so the farm 
bili proposes a very gradual nation. 
alization of farm land

he British bill is offered as means 
to increase production in time of 
acarcity, whereas Mr. Roosevelt's 
bill was to cut production in time 
of surplus. But even a brief exam- 
fmation of the British bill shows 
the Labor party brain trusters have 
written in powers to cut production 
and pay subsidies if and when 
Britain shall feel agricultural de- 
pression, 

BUT RIGHT now, the emphasis 
is all the other way, Far from 
plenning any immediate payments 
for farmers to let land lie idle, 
the bill gives the government the 
right to prevent the sale of any 
firm land for non-farm purposes. 

But its most drastic feature, and 
the one that offers the possibility 
of gradual government ownership 
of ‘most of Britain’s best farm land 
is a provision that the government 
can step in and condemn and pur- 
chese forcibly any farm. This can 
be done at any time the govern- 
ment officials think the land owner 
isn’t growi _ as much as he should 
or the things they think he should 

The loan, support and crop and 
lend purchase price features of 
the bill are liberal, This price 
liberality in fact has characterized 
a‘l the British socialization bills, In 
fact the method fixed in the trans- 
portation bill for determining how 
much should be paid the railway 
and canal stockholders was regard- 
ed as so liber@l that it caused rail- 
way shares to go up sharply on the 
Loydon stock exchange, 

THIS FARM BILL has caused 
more concern among the Tory op- 
position than the coal field nation- 
alization or the socialization of the 
vailrads, Winston Churchill, the 
‘Tory leader, promptly began plans 
to attempt to get a vote of censure 
against the government. Churchill 
seid he would charge the govern- 
ment with, “tyvanny, conceit and 
incompetence.” 

Meanwhile the government is 
proceeding to nationalize another 
venture, and a bizarre one indeed, 
This venture is emigration, Despite 
Britain's shortage of skilled work- 
ers, the Labor government is fac- 
ilitating the emigration in the 
next few years of 750,000 skilled 
and semi-skilled workers to the 
Dominions. South Africa is taking 
the largest number, with Australia, 
New Zealand, Canada and the smal- 
ler British lands taking the others. 

The emigrants are quite eager to 
f0. One reason is that they hope 
for more spacious living in the 


Dominions than under the austerity | 


rule toavhich Fngland is committed 
for the first post-war decade 
ALSO, SOME emigrants fee! that 
except for the very clever, in the 
fields of finance, the professions 
and the arts, England scarcely will 
be a land of many individual op-

As to what will happen after that 
the answer is said to rest mainly 
on how successful is the national- 
izetion of the coalfields, Right now 
eca' shortages are causing factory 
unemployment in Britain in the 
face of prosperity and great short 
aves of goods, The task of getting 
British coal production back up so 


far has defied the efforts of the 
mine owners and the government.

Dominion government agency operating in all the pro- 
vinces and carrying on the business of making loans to 
farmers on the security of mortgages on their farms, 


IN ALBERTA, loans have total- 
led $9,855,000. of which $6,541,000 | 
has been repaid. Ninety-seven out 
of every 100 borrowers in the pro- 
vince had no first mortgage inter- 
est arrears at March 31, 1946. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year, borrowers in 
the province paid 7,000 on ac- 
count of principal. 

Loans are made for the follow- 
ing purposes, namely, to pay debts 
to buy livestock, equipment and| - 
farm lands, to erect buildings and | 
to make other farm improvements, 

The maximum amount that may 
be loaned to any one farmer is 
$5,000 on first mortgage or $6,000 
on first and second mortgages. The 
loans are repayable on terms of 
from five to twenty-five years by 
equal yearly or half yearly pay- 
ments. The rate of interest charg- 
ed is 4'%2°j, on first mortgages and 
5% on second mortgages and on 
arrears, 

DURING THE FIRST TEN years 
of the board's operations the ave- 
rage amount loaned to farmers 
amounted to about $3,860,000 per 
year. During the war years, how- 
ever, the average amount loaned 
yearly decreased by $1,610,000 per 
year owing largely to the greater 
prosperity of the farmers during 
these years. Another factor that 
reduced the yearly loaning in that 
period was the scarcity of labor 


} 


terial which made it imprudent to 
borrow money for these purposes. 
In the last two years, however, the 
number of applications for loans 
has increased and it would appear | 
that the organization will loan up- | 
wards of $3,000,000. during the 
present year. 

It is noted that the chief pur 
poses for which farmers have been | 
borrowing money from the board 
have changed during the last few 
yars. In 1940-41 about 77°, of the | 
money loaned was used to pay,
